Dorset police received 
almost 200 weather-re¬ 
lated calls overnight on 
Friday into Saturday, 
many of them relating to 
trees. 

Residents in Dorch¬ 
ester’s Cowley Close 


Medical Negligence 
Accident Compensation 
Dental Negligence 
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were largely saved by 
scaffolding around their 
building when a tree was 
uprooted, crashing into 
the second and third 
floors just after 10pm. 

Flood alerts have re¬ 
mained in place for 
Dorchester and West 
Stafford, where the by¬ 
pass is still closed on 
most days because of 
flood waters, and for the 
Winterbourne villages 
where flash flooding last 
week closed the main 
road at Winterbourne 
Abbas. 

On Friday evening and 
Saturday the main A37 
was closed as the route 
under the rail bridge 
again flooded. 

In Charminster there 
now appears to be hope 
for the church and nearby 
properties after English 
Heritage agreement that 
work on a listed bridge, 
which has choked flood 
waters, will be allowed to 
take place. It had previ¬ 
ously been said that be¬ 
cause the bridge was 
listed nothing could be 
done - even though the 
result was flooding to 
properties and the 
church. 

West Dorset MP Oliver 
Letwin chaired a meeting 
on Friday with residents, 
the Environment Agency, 
English Heritage and the 


county council. 

He said: “What we are 
trying to do is get a prag¬ 
matic, sensible, common- 
sense solution and I think 
now we are heading to¬ 
wards one, which will in¬ 
volve raising the bridge, 
allowing the water 
through and taking a 
number of other steps to 
diminish the flooding.”

• HOW did you get into horticulture? 

I got into horticulture working at Blossom Hill Nurs¬ 
eries in Uplyme.Walt Keeleyand Roy and Anne Kee- 
ley took me under their wing. I knew this was the 
path I would take from the age of 10 years old. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

I enjoy meeting people and trying to create a garden 
that suits customers'needs. Also, I try to inspire peo¬ 
ple to grow plants for show and pleasure. It's great 
being outdoors when the weather is good and 
you're working with nature. 

• YOUR family's vegetable entries have swept 
the board at local flower shows... what are your 
top tips? 

My top tips are use high quality seeds and composts, 
this will give you the best results. Join a society, such 
as the National Vegetable Society, or your local hor¬ 
ticultural society and, above all, ask questions when 
you can. You can always learn something new. 

• WHAT are the easiest and hardest things to 
grow? 

This is quite difficult because some people have the 
knack of growing things and other people find it dif¬ 
ficult. Easy plants to grow are annual bedding plants, 
such as French of African marigolds. Also, mustard 
cress is easy for children starting out in gardening. 
More difficult vegetables to grow to a high standard 
of showing purposes are long leeks, large onions 
from seed and potatoes that have to be uniform size 
and shape - this takes some skill and practice. 

• ARE you a member of any local groups? 

I am a member of Uplyme and Lyme Regis Horticul¬ 
tural Society, Axminster Allotment and Leisure Gar¬ 
deners and I help with their show and stand at Axe 
Vale Festival. I belong to Plant Heritage (Dorset), the 
Royal Horticultural Society and National Vegetable 
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Society, and I'm a life-member of the Royal Dahlia 
Society. I'm also involved in raising money for Help 
For Heroes, mainly by giving lectures on growing 
vegetables and donating my fees to the charity. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I enjoy writing poetry for pleasure. I also have four 
ferrets, which I use to go ferreting. I am also inter¬ 
ested in local life and what goes on in and around 
Lyme Regis. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

The mix of people, the change of seasons and also 
the views of the coastline and looking back out to 
Uplyme at the views over the countryside.

Until Dorchester Prison closed many local offenders 
were housed there which allowed families to visit. 

Since the jail closed and the status of the Verne on 
Portland has changed there is now no ‘local prison’ in

Dorset. 

Said Mr Underhill: “I am deeply disappointed by 
this review. The Ministry of Justice have confirmed 
to us this week that they are not changing their posi¬ 
tion on local prison provision for Dorset. 


New housing target been set too low? 


AN extra five thousand homes may have to be in¬ 
cluded in future plans for West Dorset and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

A Government Inspector has stuck to his view that 
district and borough officials have set the target for 
the period up to 2031 too low. 

Inspector Paul Crysell said the overall housing 
provision of up to 13,180 units is different from the 
over 18,000 identified in a Regional Strategy docu¬ 
ment. 

But council officials say the document is no longer 
valid and have opted for the lower figure. 

This has put them on a collision course with the 


Inspector who is using national guidelines for hous¬ 
ing need. 

A statement issued by the two councils said: “We 
are encouraged the inspector says most matters are 
capable of resolution, but he does have continuing 
concerns about the councils’ assessment of housing 
needs...We are now considering the best way for¬ 
ward to deal with his remaining concerns around the 
level of housing provision. 

“The matter will be considered next month by the 
management committee of Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council and the executive committee of 
West Dorset District Council.” 


Storms continue to cause havoc

weather continues the Dorset 
Chamber of Commerce and Indus¬ 
try has called for support for local 
businesses - many of them seeing 
fewer people coming through then- 
doors. 

Chief executive Ian Girling said: 
“Dorset businesses very much re¬ 
main open and I would urge people 
to support them with loyalty, cus¬ 
tom and understanding as they 
strive to maintain services at a chal¬ 
lenging time.” 

Farmers fear for the long-term ef¬ 
fect on their businesses. Dorch¬ 
ester-based National Farmers 
Union advisor Matt Uren, says 
many NFU members have suffered 
damage to buildings and emergency 
feed having to be bought in for live¬ 
stock. In some cases crops have 
been washed out of fields while in 
many areas farmers have been un¬ 
able to get onto their land. 

Dorset County Council has sus¬ 
pended work on a number of con¬ 
struction schemes to concentrate on 


repairing roads damaged by the 
weather. 

The authority has also been lob¬ 
bying for extra Government money 
to help with the repair bill which 
could run into millions of pounds. 

Andrew Martin, Dorset County 
Council’s head of highways opera¬ 
tions, said: “The current weather 
has made it very difficult to carry 
out some of our construction proj¬ 
ects cost effectively and, more im¬ 
portantly, safely. So we have 
decided to temporarily close down 
a number of schemes and divert re¬ 
sources to help the emergency re¬ 
sponse effort. 

“More people will be available to 
tackle pothole repairs, clear out 
ditches and gullies, move fallen 
trees and ensure drainage systems 
are working properly. Even if the 
rain stops soon, we will have still 
have a sizeable backlog of issues to 
sort out, so it makes sense to sus¬ 
pend or delay these construction 
schemes for a couple of weeks. We 
will assess progress next week, but 


our top priority is to keep roads 
clear and safe to use.” 

The council has already spent 
more than £700,000 on tackling 
weather-related highways problems 
since Christmas Eve. The long-term 
cost of repairs to the network is 
likely to be around £7 million. 

+ A helpline has been set up to 
support those affected by the storms 
across Dorset, Bournemouth and 
Poole. 

Dorset Direct, the county coun¬ 
cil’s contact centre, is taking calls 
to help members of public and sup¬ 
port agencies, including the emer¬ 
gency services, local authorities, 
NHS, Environment Agency and 
Public Health across Dorset, 
Bournemouth and Poole.

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“The reality is that, with very few exceptions, Dorset 
prisoners will be housed outside Dorset whether they 
are male or female, on remand or convicted. 

“Both I and the people of Dorset, struggle to under¬ 
stand this. When I was elected, Dorset had a prison 
estate of four prisons - HMP’s Portland, Guys Marsh, 
Verne and Dorchester. With Dorchester now closed 
and The Verne designated for Immigration use, 14 
months later, we now have two. Neither of these are 
allowed to house Dorset people in Dorset prisons. It 
is frankly ludicrous.” 

Mr Underhill says the result of the decision will 
make it more difficult to tackle re-offending : “As Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner, providing support to 
prisoners and tackling re-offending is a key part of my 
role. Both will be difficult to provide remotely. Pris¬ 
oners will struggle to maintain contact with their fam¬ 
ilies and the provision of local ‘through the gate’ 
services will be adversely affected.” 

The Commissioner is also critical of the way the 
Ministry of Justice has been handling its decision on 
local jails and provision: 

“The Justice Minister confirmed to me in November 
that HMP Portland was to become a resettlement 
prison for Dorset. I then received another letter from 
the Minister in December stating that a mistake had 
been made and that a decision was still pending. 
Today we received that confirmation. Communication 
on this issue has been poor and confusing.” 

He says that he remains committed to lobbying Gov¬ 
ernment to reverse the decision.

Councillors agree tax rise 


A COUNCIL tax increase of 1.99 per cent has been 
agreed by members of Dorset County Council for 
2014/15 - the first rise in four years. 

It will bring the council’s charge for a band D prop¬ 
erty to £1,191.51 - an extra £23.22 a year. This will be 
added to precept charges from district/borough coun¬ 
cils, town/parish councils, Dorset Police and Dorset 
Fire Authority to give the total council tax amount. 

At a meeting of the full council, 34 members voted 
for and five against the proposal. There was one ab¬ 
stention. 

In his budget speech, leader of Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Spencer Flower said: “For the last three 
years this council has, quite rightly, maintained a freeze 
on council tax. However, this council, along with many 
others, has reached the point whereby any further re¬ 
duction in funding is likely to have a serious impact on 
the delivery of frontline services. 

“The increase on the county council precept is £23.22 
per year for a band D council tax payer, or around 45 
pence per week, which is in line with the current low 
level of inflation. I believe this is a small price to pay 
to avoid a further £1.8million cut to the base budget.” 

Councillor Flower told members that, although the 
council has saved more than £60million over the last 
three years, another £43million needs to be saved by 
2017. 

He said that around £28million in potential savings 
had already been identified in the Forward Together 
change programme including adult social care, trans¬ 
port, highways and children’s services. 

Councillor Flower also highlighted the importance of 
working with partners for the benefit of local commu¬ 
nities. 

“It is also important that we work closely with all our 
public service partners in Dorset to make public funds 
go further; collaborating wherever possible and mak¬ 
ing the best use of the resources available” he added. 

Councillor Flower emphasised the importance of 
continuing to invest in the future despite funding con¬ 
straints and said the council would be investing £188 


million in capital projects over the next three years, in¬ 
cluding: 

• new IT systems for adult social care, children’s 
services and the library service 

• essential repairs to Hayward Main Bridge at 
Shillingstone 

• a new salt bam at the Charminster Depot 

• a joint project with East Dorset District Council to 
provide a new civic centre 

• rolling out Superfast Broadband across Dorset 

“Our investment programme confirms our commit¬ 
ment to the communities of Dorset that we mean to en¬ 
sure, as best we can, that care is taken to look after 
present and future generations,” he said. 

Councillor Flower also announced plans to give 
every county councillor £5,000 to spend on county 
council services in the local communities that they 
serve. 

The council’s total net budget for 2014/15 is £272.4 
million and, with continued falls in Government 
grants, will reduce in future years, Councillor Flower 
added: “It is imperative that we continue to look for ef¬ 
ficiency savings in everything we do, and look to make 
radical and far-reaching changes in service delivery in 
order to maintain or improve the quality of life for our 
residents, within an ever reducing budget. 

“Later this year we want local people to have their 
say on the priorities they think the council should con¬ 
centrate on. It's important the council has a good un¬ 
derstanding of the services residents value and that are 
making a real difference to people's lives.

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TV weatherman to give climate 


BRITAIN’S favourite forecaster, weatherman Michael 
Fish, will give a dire warning to Dorset next month - years 
of even worse weather are on the way and we’re helpless 
to stop it. 

Mr Fish, who became a national icon through his fore¬ 
casts on the BBC, is to spearhead a grim reality check on 
future weather for Dorset’s Climate Week (March 1st- 
6th). 

Pulling no punches, Mr Fish is to deliver a lecture at the 
Dorchester Com Exchange on Monday, March 3rd enti¬ 
tled “Climate Change - The Ultimate Weapon Of Mass 
Destruction”. 

The weather expert who spent 42 years with the Mete¬ 
orological Office is bound to shake up climate change 
doubters with his informed view. 

“There could be much more severe weather and floods 
in the UK. It is too late to do more than slow it,” Mr Fish 
warned bluntly this week. 

He added: “The weird weather has already been respon¬ 
sible for possibly millions of deaths and many more will 
occur, through floods, droughts, disease and famine.” 

Although authorities are only recently waking up to the 


problems of climate change, Mr Fish said the weather has 
been known to be worsening for more than 40 years. 

“The basics were identified in the 1880s, the severity 
in the 1970s,” he said. 

And he gave no hope of things getting better for the 
storm-bashed West Country, forecasting a bleak future of 
sodden winters and scorched summers. 

“The South West can expect more floods and droughts,’ 
said Mr Fish, “The only advantage will be a longer grow¬ 
ing season.” 

Supporting Mr Fish’s forecast that the effects of climate 
change may be slowed, Dorset’s Communities Living 
Sustainably group has organised a week of events aimed 
at inspiring a new wave of action against the weather 
threat. 

On Saturday, March 1st the campaign will launch at Lit¬ 
ton and Thorner’s Community Hall, Litton Cheney, with 
an action planning meeting on strengthening local food 
links in West Dorset. 

Speakers including Tom Andrews of the new national 
Sustainable Food Cities Programme and Traci Lewis from 
Foods Plymouth will share their experiences and advice

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Campaigners vow 
to continue fighting 
wind turbine "farm 7 

OPPONENTS of plans for a wind turbine “farm” 
close to Tolpuddle say they will continue to press 
councillors to reject the scheme. 

Although the scheme has been reduced from nine to 
five turbines, each scaled down from 126 to 115 me¬ 
tres, opposition group, Tolpuddle Against Industrial 
Turbines, (TAINT), say they remain resolutely op¬ 
posed to any turbines near the village. 

The company behind the project, West Coast Energy, 
said at a public exhibition in the village last week that 
they have scaled the project down after listening to 
local views. 

They say they are also committed to giving £5,000 
to the community for each megawatt of power pro¬ 
duced by the turbines which could amount to at least 
£50,000 a year, or £1.6million over the life of the 
scheme. 

Matthew Hayes, head of planning and project man¬ 
agement, said although he was aware of opposition a 
number of people had also told him of their support 
for the scheme and the benefits it could bring. 

West Coast Energy is expected to submit their plans 
to West Dorset District Council planners “in late 
spring”. 

The wind farm is projected to generate enough re¬ 
newable electricity to meet the annual domestic elec¬ 
tricity consumption needs equivalent to around 5,500 
homes. 

Steve Salt, West Coast Energy Planning and Public 
Affairs Director, said: “We had a really good turnout 
from the local community, and it was great to speak 
with so many people about our revised proposal. A lot 
of visitors to the exhibition were interested in our 
community benefit fund, which will guarantee at least 
£1.6million of funding to the local area, and in our 
commitment to addressing fuel poverty, which is a se¬ 
rious issue in Dorset.”

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Views sought on 'Your Future Council'

AN ambitious three year pro¬ 
gramme has been agreed to re¬ 
view district and borough 
council services across Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland and West 
Dorset. 

Now councillors are to seek 
the views of local people, 
businesses and other key 
groups about the future role of 
the district and borough coun¬ 
cil under the rallying call 2020 
Vision - Your Future Council. 

The two authorities have al¬ 
ready saved around £3million 
a year through their shared 
services partnership which 
sees one workforce delivering 
services for both authorities. 

But every council in the 
country is facing huge cuts in 


funding and financial fore¬ 
casts show the two councils 
will need to find considerable 
further savings or additional 
income. 

Harsh reality shows that by 
2015-2016 West Dorset’s gov¬ 
ernment grant will reduce by 
52.5 percent or £4million 
while Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s government grant will 
fall by 56.8 percent or 
£2.9million 

Weymouth and Portland cor¬ 
porate affairs spokesman 
Councillor Mike Goodman 
said: “We will be conducting 
in-depth reviews of all serv¬ 
ices - both those we have to 


provide by law and those we 
choose to provide. 

“There will be difficult deci¬ 
sions. Some services will stop, 
others will have to be deliv¬ 
ered in significantly different 
ways. The views of the public 
and other important groups 
will be critical to getting this 
right.” 

West Dorset council leader 
Councillor Robert Gould said: 
“Our two authorities are taking 
a proactive approach and tack¬ 
ling this in a managed way. 

“The service reviews will 
help ensure the councils are 
able to provide appropriate 
and affordable services which 


best meet the future needs of 
local residents and busi¬ 
nesses.” 

The first reviews will begin 
in April 2014 with decisions 
on any changes to services 
made by each council in the 
usual way. 

They will include extensive 
public consultation.

WORK on a string of highways con¬ 
struction schemes is being suspended to 
free up resources for Dorset’s weather- 
ravaged roads. 

County council crews are being rede¬ 
ployed to help tackle road repairs, 
blocked ditches and drainage problems 
caused by the current torrential down¬ 
pours and strong winds. 

The county’s road network has suf¬ 
fered extensive damage since Christ¬ 
mas, which is likely to cost milli ons of 
pounds to put right, and there could be 
more bad weather before the end of the 
winter. 

While the council is lobbying for extra 
Government money to help with the re¬ 
pair bill, its immediate priority is to 
keep roads open and safe to use. 

Andrew Martin, Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s head of highways operations, said: 
“The current weather has made it very 
difficult to carry out some of our con¬ 
struction projects cost effectively and, 
more importantly, safely. So we have 
decided to temporarily close down a 
number of schemes and divert resources 
to help the emergency response effort. 

“More people will be available to 
tackle pothole repairs, clear out ditches 
and gullies, move fallen trees and ensure 
drainage systems are working properly. 
Even if the rain stops soon, we will have 
still have a sizeable backlog of issues to 
sort out, so it makes sense to suspend or 
delay these construction schemes for a 


couple of weeks. We will assess 
progress next week, but our top priority 
is to keep roads clear and safe to use.” 

Unprecedented demand means the 
council has spent more than £700,000 
on tackling weather-related highways 
problems since Christmas Eve. The 
long-term cost of repairs to the network 
is likely to be around £7 million, and the 
council will be pressing for its share of 
any emergency funds made available by 
the Government. 

Information signs will be displayed at 
construction sites where work is sus¬ 
pended or delayed. Members of the pub¬ 
lic with any questions can contact 01305 
221020 for further information. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, the council’s 
Cabinet member for environment, said: 
“Our highways teams are putting all 
their efforts into ensuring that our resi¬ 
dents suffer as little as possible from 
storm-damaged roads, and making it 
safe for people to travel. We will worry 
about fully restoring them after the crisis 
has passed, when we will be applying to 
the Government for any support avail¬ 
able. 

“I would like to thank our tireless 
highways teams, who are continuing to 
work very hard in truly awful condi¬ 
tions.” 

The construction projects suspended 
over the next couple of weeks include: 
Portland Beach Road, Weymouth and 
Bradpole Cycleway, Bridport.

# Fit smoke alarms on landings and 


hallways and in rooms which have an 
electrical appliance, for example a 
heater, or other risk.

Crispy Falafel 
with sweet chilli sauce 


Talking about street foods, health, simplicity and doing only one 
thing well, here's our falafel recipe. Served crispy with a boundless 
choice of salads, pitta bread (surely even available at the local garage 
now!), and tangy sweet chilli sauce it's a sure fire deliciousness. 

The best falafel is made from chick peas soaked overnight and boiled 
for only 5 minutes so still a little al dente. This takes a little effort, so 
tinned are a close second, best to rinse really well though, and then 
dry thoroughly for best results. 




CRISPY FALAFEL 

Serves four comfortably 

Ingredients; 

400gm Cooked chick peas • 2 Cloves garlic, peeled and finely chopped 
Haifa large onion, finely diced • Fine zest and juice of one small lemon 
1 Heaped teaspoon each of ground cumin, coriander and fennel. 

Quarter teaspoon sea salt and ground black pepper 
3 Dessert spoons panko breadcrumbs (ordinary breadcrumbs will do) 

1 Dessertspoon plain flour 

Method 

Simply blend all the above ingredients together in a food processor. It is good to leave a bit of texture 
in the chick peas, IE so not a perfect smooth paste. 

It is best to leave the mix in the fridge to "settle"for an hour, this helps it to bind and cook evenly. 
Form into firm little patties approx 2cm in Diamete,r pan fry in olive oil on a medium heat for two min¬ 
utes on each side or until golden and crisp. 

SWEET CHILLI SAUCE 

This make plenty, the sauce will keep for a good few weeks in the fridge 

Ingredients; 

1 Small onion, peeled and diced 

400gm chopped fresh tomatoes/ 1 tin chopped tomatoes 

1 Dessert spoon tomato puree 

2 Medium red chillies, seeded and chopped 

3 Cloves garlic, peeled and fine chopped 

1 cm Fresh ginger, peeled and fine chopped 
50 ml Pineapple juice • 30 ml Cider vinegar 
50gm Caster sugar • 2 Star anisee 
Quarter teaspoon sea salt • Juice of one lime 

Method 

Place all the ingredients apart from the lime juice in a medium sized saucepan, bring to the boil and 
simmer gently for 1 hour and fifteen minutes, or until the sauce has reduced by a quarter and 
thickened. Remove the star anisee, and add the lime juice and blend to a smooth sauce, cool and 
reserve for use. 


Food trends of 2014 



with Tierra Kitchen's award-winning chef Mark Evans 


IT is interesting as a relative newcomer to the area to 
witness the rapid changes taking place in our food scene. 
That's not to say thousands of us are giving up a Sunday 
roast and opting instead fora raw food Sunday with fifteen 
uncooked vegetables with cashew nut cheese! However, 
tastes and demands are constantly on the move. It seems 
there are three huge new growth areas; New style, highly 
flavoured "street foods"". Pastry and higher quality coffee 
and retro sweet things. Healthy foods, this being raw, 
gluten free, sugar free rather than 70s and 80s whole- ' j 
food veggie. In addition local sourcing and foods of ^ 
high provenance and sustainability are areas of con- # 
tinual growth. Jf 

Street food is an exciting area which presents i 
good quality. Specialist stores are no longer only at 
Burrough or Brixton markets, we now find quality 
curries in Axminster market, locally produced hal 
loumi in Bridport's farmers market, or specialist 
roast pork rolls in Lyme Regis. The great 
thing for us consumers is that these pro¬ 
ducers do only one dish, but conse¬ 
quently nail the quality. I believe we 
will see many more street foods 
around Lyme Bay in 2014, particu¬ 
larly multi ethnic fusion foods with 
high flavours. Bristol is experienc¬ 
ing "falafel wars" at present, with 
almost a gold rush mentality to 
grab shop and market space. 

The Great British Bake Off seems 
to be fuelling a mini revolution in 


quality cakes and pastries. Retro 1930s style cakes and 
twists on old classics are all the rage. Old world style sweet 
shops are making a comeback with jars of peardrops and 
bonbons reappearing, and all the time an insatiable ap¬ 
petite for better quality coffee. In Lyme Regis the new wave 
coffee house Amid Giants and Idols takes coffee to another 
level. The Town Mill Bakery provides great coffee and pas¬ 
try, an example of doing one thing incredibly well. 

My food developer buddy tells me that raw food 
has been t * ie big growth area for the last few 
years and continues to be so. Restaurant's like 
"Saf"in London, and the ever popular Ottelengi 
^ | are testament to this. Raw food dishes are pop- 

ping up on restaurant menus, together with a big 
w growth in demand for gluten free options. Dorset 

already has the "Rawfood retreat" near Sher- 
bourne. Pretty much all cafes and restaurant's offer 
gluten free bread and menu options. It's proba¬ 
bly only a matter of time before we see a 
specialist gluten free food outlet in the 
area. 

Driving these three areas is the ever 
present desire for locally sourced 
produce, and wow this area thrives 
on it. From the fruits of the coast¬ 
line to some of the best dairy in the 
UK, beyond the River Cottage to 
some excellent new wineries. If 
one had to choose an area to start 
a food business this area would 
be right up there.

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Prepare your garden for Spring 


A WINTER garden may look a little tired, a little drab, 
certainly not the showpiece it blossoms into in spring and 
summer. In particular, your vegetable patch is likely to be 
a shadow of its former summer self - perhaps you still 
have some spinach, silver beet, broccoli or some other 
members of the brassica family producing winter greens 
for your table, but the abundance of the warmer months 
is just a fond memory in july and August. 

This quiet period in your garden’s yearly cycle, though, 
does not mean you can rest on your laurels an absolve 
yourself of all garden duties. On the contrary, as we 
approach spring there is plenty to do to get your garden 
in tip top shape for the approaching growing season. 

The Green House 

If you have a green house in your garden, winter is a 
great time to give it a thorough cleaning in readiness for 
spring. 

Check the structure itself - are there any cracked or 
broken panes that need replacing? Is the putty sound and 
does it provide a good seal? Do all the louvers and vents 
function properly? 

One of the essentials of glasshouse success is a thorough 
sterilisation prior to the growing season. Sterilising all 
areas of the glasshouse will eliminate pests and diseases 
which could wreck your plants in the coming, warmer 


months. 

Open beds in your glasshouse should have their soil 
changed or replenished during winter and any pots in the 
glasshouse should receive the same attention. 

Watering Systems 

If you have an in ground or above ground watering 
system, winter is an ideal time to check that it is in good 
working order and perform any necessary maintenance. 
Check that there are no leaks in the pipes or joints, ensure 
all nozzles are unblocked and, if you use automatic 
timers, ensure that the batteries in these devices are fresh. 

Compost and Preparing Your Soil 

With spring a month or two off it’s a good idea to start 
preparing the soil in your open planting beds. Dig in 
generous amounts of compost and leave the beds 
exposed to the winter weather. 

If you have clay soil, cow pats and manure will improve 
it by adding humus to the soil structure. 

You can make use of all those autumn leaves that litter 
your garden by digging them into your compost heap at 
the end of autumn. With the accelerated decomposition 
that occurs in a compost heap the leaves will decay twice 
as fast and be ready for use as compost at the beginning 
of spring. 

Winter is also the time to add fertiliser and lime to your

Planting 

The end of winter is the time for planning your new 
vegetable garden.

4. Water deeply, but infrequently. 

Overwatering promotes thatch, encourages 
shallow root growth, and wastes water. About 1" 
per watering is a good rule of thumb (put out a tuna 
can and sprinkle until it's full). Frequency: when 
footprints on the grass remain compressed its time 
to water again. Daily watering is rarely necessary. 

5. Mulch, don't bag. 

Not only does this save effort on your part, it 
returns valuable nitrogen and other nutrients to 
your lawn. 

6. Go easy on the fertiliser! 

Not all homeowners fertilise, but those who do 
have a strong tendency to overdo it. Fertiliser 
stimulates fast growth, thatch and the need for 
more mowing, which you don't want (after all, the 
goal is to have a beautiful and healthy lawn, not to 
create an arduous lawn care regimen!). And too 
much fertiliser just runs off, washing into streams 
and lakes. 

7. Stay on top of the weeds. 

This doesn't necessarily mean using chemicals. 
Thick, healthy turf, once established, will tend to 
choke out weeds. If you only have the odd weed 
poking through, pull it by hand. And don't jump to 
full area treatments if you only have a few spot 
problems.

Frequency may vary depending on soil, grass type, 
and climate. But in most areas, core aerating twice 
a year is one of the best things you can do for your 
lawn. 

2. Mow with sharp blades.

3. Don't cut more than a third of the grass' 
height at a time. 

Mowing short makes for a tidy look, but the lower 
you mow, the more herbicides and water are 
needed. Mowing higher encourages roots to grow 
deeper.

Maintenance madness risking lives 


DRIVERS failing to look after and replace their tyres are put¬ 
ting their own lives, and those of others in grave danger. The 
stark warning has been issued byTyreSafe after it received 
shocking images from one independent tyre dealer who was 
left flabbergasted by the state of one of its customers'tyres. 

The tyre, which was removed from a high performance 
BMW 3-series, was so worn, none of its tread pattern re¬ 
mained, making it virtually useless in the wet. Furthermore, 
the wear was so great on one shoulder of the tyre that it had 
started to destroy the integrity of the tyre carcass, with po¬ 
tentially fatal high speed consequences. 

"This particular tyre was an accident waiting to happen,"ex¬ 
claimed Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. "Adequate tread 
depth is essential all year round, but particularly important 
just now when we are experiencing so much rain and difficult 
driving conditions. Checking your tyre tread depth is very sim¬ 
ple and only takes a few minutes. It really is something that 
all drivers should do at least once a month to stay safe and 
legal." 

Current UK law requires car drivers to have at least 1.6mm 
of tread on their tyres across the central three quarters of the 
tyre around its entire circumference. Those found to be in 
breach of this law can face fines of up to £2,500 and three 
penalty points per tyre. Indeed, in 2012 more than 170 drivers 
per week were successfully prosecuted in court for driving on 
defective tyres. 

However, more importantly, driving on illegal tyres can 
greatly reduce safety on the road, especially in wet conditions. 
The tyre's tread grooves help to evacuate waterfrom the road 
surface, enabling the tyre to grip the road properly so that the 
vehicle can brake, steer and accelerate safely. Without ade¬ 


quate tread depth, all of these are greatly compromised, risk¬ 
ing the safety of the driver, their passengers and other road 
users. 

To help drivers quickly assess if their car tyres are safe and 
legal, TyreSafe recommends taking the 20p test. Drivers sim¬ 
ply need to insert a 20p coin into the main grooves of a tyre. 
If the outer band of the 20p coin is visible when inserted into 
the groove, then the tread is probably too low and should be 
inspected immediately by a qualified tyre professional. 

"Sadly, the bad weather shows no sign of subsiding at the 
moment so it's particularly important that drivers ensure their 
tyres can cope in these terrible conditions," adds Jackson. "If 
you're in any doubt then pop into your local tyre specialist 
who I'm sure would be delighted to check things for you."

WHEN Bromley substitute Louis Dennis 
fired home and equalising goal just three 
minutes from the end of normal time on 
Saturday it looked the runaway league 
leaders had salvaged a point they didn't 
deserve. 

But with just 32 seconds of the 90 min¬ 
utes left, the evergreen Jamie Gleeson 
struck to give the Magpies the victory their 
performance from the opening whistle 
fully warranted. 

Dorchester started the day rock bottom 
of the Skrill South whilst their visitors held 
a comfortable eleven-point lead at the top.

DORCHESTER manager Phil Simkin was un¬ 
derstandably cock-a-hoop at the post match 
press conference on Saturday after his 
charges had produced the upset of the sea¬ 
son by beating runaway league leaders

programme. 

He said: "It wasn't a fluke - if they had got 
anything out of that game it would have 
been a travesty."

Simkin also enthused about the two new 
loanees, Nathan Craig and Ashley Yeoman, 
signed from Torquay United just 24 hours 
earlier. 

"Nathan looks a different class, and al¬ 
though it wasn't quite so obvious what Ash 
was doing, he did a great job down that 
right hand side because they are very strong 
down that wing, and he was there to score 
the goal. His positioning was spot on -1 ex¬ 
pected him to be at the far post." 


"It is such credit to them that they walked 
in today; we didn't know each other, or any 
of the players; and they have gone out there 
and performed like that.
